For example, applicants have not 
elected any species from subgroups 1-8 (applicant is required to pick one species from 
each group e.g., for subgroup 4 applicant could elect A "further comprising an insulator" 
or B "further comprising at least two satellite electrical conductors." Please note that 
applicant must do this for each subgroup i.e., must pick one species from subgroup 1 , 
must pick one species from subgroup 2, etc., resulting in eight elections). Furthermore, 
applicant must indicate which claims read on the elected species. 

The examiner also notes that the appropriate fees must be paid to extend the 
time period for response.
